The murrain among eattls in Great Britaln has
tonchied an alarmiog extent. Blnee July last,
130,000 hend have been attaoked, of which only
15,000 Lisve recovered. Tho pecuniary loss le
estimated at about §7,000,000 in our present cur-
rency,

Hutory ehows us that some of the great mur
rains of the past have carried off milllons of oat:
tle In some couniries, leaving almost s desola
tion bohind, In England now It is sald that
many farms are nearly abaadoned, and poverty

has followed this fearful pestilonce where chm-
fort used to dwell, The poor rates are inoreas-
ing, rents cannot be pmid, and a punic las
siized the whele conntry, Parlisment has found
it necessary to discuss the oatsie plague before it
teok up Fenlsmsm, or the Amerionn guaestion, or
reform.

The grest landed class find themselves struck
in one of the importamt sources of their wealth
—the berds ot sheir tenants—the loss of which
threatens both their remts apa thewr freedom
from poorrates, The towns and cities dread—
what to an Englishman would be ns bad asa
pestilonce—a ment famine, Prices of besl have
rise 1 immensely, and it is expected that d
beel will soon be sixty-dwo ceats, in gold, a
pound in the London market, The business
community look uneasily to this disenss as a
precursor, in ita effects, ol a financial panic, and
tho gonservatives tear its influence on the labor-
frg classea, It is no doubt & rremendons oca-
lamity to Great Britain, nor have as yet any
m:ans been discovered for lessenine ik
BT hose cattle seem to do the best which are
keplt entirely alone, When the disease has
fairly discovered itself in & herd the only
gourse geomd to be to slaughter all not yet
attacked, so as 10 be able o muke use of the
onrcaeses; snd us a general thing those that are
sick should be mmediately killed, and all
remuants of the body be earefully buried or
burped, so as not to convey the infeotion to
others, A strict quaranline and separation are
atteqipted to be entereed, but with little sue-
cess fin manyg cases, The experiment of vacel-
nation, which for a time seemed to promise
well, 18 now, wa balieve, consldered s fallure,
Notling ns yet has been discoyvered which
appears Hkely to check the plague,

The feeling agalnet the Governmont 18 bitter
and expired, for not having organized some
common means tarough the country of alleviat-
ing or remedying the disease, and for not having
appointed a scientiiic commission Lo experiment
on its cure,

No doubt the meat famine will be met in Eng-
land by immediate inports from every country
which can export beel with profit to the United
Kmgdom. The Ireedom from the restrietions on
trade has put Great Britaln in & wonderful enn-
dition to bear any such loss, and to recelve im-
portstions from the whole world, Salted meats
too will come in, and especially those canned
and preierved meats which are now so economi-
cal 4 means o! condensing the cheap produoct of
the savannahs of Bouth America.

Hut the question for us in Ameriea will soon
be—Will the cattle plazue come here? What
shall we do to avertat?

A murrain over & pastural and agricultoral
country like ours would be an immeasursble
calumity, and no mesns should be spared to pre-
vent it, or to sscertain methods of curlng it
The early passage of the law preventiag sll im-
portation of animals from ubroad was a wise
mensure, Stll the malady may creep in through
the importation of hides or skins, or by ships’
cows, or in some unexplaioable mode.

We trust that our agricultural secieties and
wealthy furmers will early take the matter up,
and appoint commitiees of investigation
obium all the lateat results of solence in the
trestment and the means ol averting the pesti-
lenee, The Biate Lerlslatures should do the
sam:, and even toe formation of & Congressional
commitiee would nos be an unwise movement
for an object 8o vitally affecting th: Interests of
the whole nation.

It Is asserted that the French method of treat-
ment has been far more successtul than the
Englisk. ‘This elaim should be examined, and
tho facts ascertained,. We hope and truss thit
we shall escape the cattle plague; but if we do
not, 1t us be all torewarned and forearmed.

The Phases Developing About the Mexis

can Question.
From the Herald,

The address of the French Senale, in response

to the Emperor's Message to the Legislature, is |

remarkable for its phraseology and tone upon the
Mexican question and towards the United States.
It seems as though the Senate felt it necessury
to speak In & mauner to soothe the wounded
pride of his Majesty and the French nation,
under the disagreeable situation thay are placed
in with regard to Mexico. Tt declares its gratifi-
oution that the Emperor has aunounced *'to
satisteo France that the protection of her com-
mercial interests is assured in a vast and wealthy

market, now restored to secunty,” To this the
United States can have no objection. Nor are
we disposed to question whether France had
ever u vast and wealthy market in Mexico or has
acquired one now. The French people may
know I this be sfo; and we heartily wish them
all the commereial advaniages they onn acquire
in the legitimate race of trade there or elsewhers,
It there were mothing else to complain of we
ehould not complain art all,

But the address exhibits a bad feeling to wards
this eountry, which shows the French Govern-
ment had auother object in view and has besn
defeated in it, notwitustanding all the asseyera-
tions to the confrary. It saya:—*The Hrm tone
of the communications made by your Majesty's
Govermment (to tha United Blsi-l‘) has demon-
strated that haughty and menacing language
will not decide us to withdraw. France is ac-
eustomed to move only at her own time; but
she, nevertheless, wishes {0 remember the an-
clent |rlendlhi{| batween hersell and the United
Btates.” Inm spite ol the conciliating tone of these
lnst words of the sentence, the remainder is very
fmperious, and anything but eourteons to this
country. Our Government Las not been cither
hasughty or menscing to France. It has, In &
firw and dignitied mannper, a5 became a t
country, asserted {ta fixed and lon
pol'cy with 1egmd 0 European fn
with the republics of America,

France could not expectus toswerve from this.
Were ws to do so we should wmerit the contempt
of the world, The French Government has only
lizelf to blame, It misoaloulated che result of
what was transpiriog in the United States. The
war terminated dificrently to what it expeoted,
It has made & mistake, and now It would show
its wisdom much more by getting out of the
difficulty with as little nolse as possible than by
exhibiting irritation and an uniriendly tone.
The Ewmperor Nupoleon and his Benate, may
deem it necessary to vse such lan; 10 hide
the fault commitied and to quiet the public
mind, but we think their object would be better
attained by & diflerent course. As'to ourselves,
we can afford to maintain the dignified position
we have taken without misrepresentation or a

“If moy eltizen of the United States shali ascopt,
clwm, recelve or retam any title of nobldity or honor,
or sha!l, without the consont of Congress, accept
amd refamn any prosent, pension, office, or emolument
of any kind wheeever, from gny om r kine,
prives, or sorvign r, snoh person Il ponas to
Do & oit'sen of the United otates, and ahall be inoa.
pabie of holding any office of trust or profit under
them, or elior o1 them, "

We sav this is not in terms the fundamenial
law, but f1e gparit 15 there, Article I, section 2,
preseribes that “No person shall be a represon-
wtive who shall not hisve been ® * * geven
years a citizen of the United Stutes;” and segtion
!i, ‘;No porson shall be a Beuator who shall not
the United States,” Now, we will assent that o
liberal, generous construction may allow those
who have been for yeara fighting to divide and
overthrow the United SBtates to have been “‘olti-
zens" @l the time; but all this s matter of in-
quiry and adjudication; nndl he 18 not necassa-
rily & traitor or disunionist who holds th st these
who—like Judge Monroe, of Kantucky, or Gus-
tavos W, Smith, of this city—renounced their

country, and became voluntary subjects ol a

foreign, hostile power, should undergo some
gort ol probation, il neo! purgation, to quahfy
thewm to it in Congress, and vofe to pay or repu-
diale the national war debt,

We reprobate, therelore, as the whole country
bas alrendy reprobated, the terms wherein tho
President saw fit to characterize leading mem-
bers of Congress, who derive their main import-
ance from the 1act that they are in substantial
aceord with a large majority of either House,

The public press, with ecarcely a whisper of

dissept, reproved Mr. sumner when he spoke
of a decorous message Irom the President us a
“whilewashing” dooument Such was not fic
languege wherein to characterize a respectful
communieation from the National Execufive,
In the same spint, the coun deplores and
condemns the terms whereln die President spoke
last Thursday of eminent memoers of Congress,
Whoever is right, wheéver is wrong, on the
wain points at issue, Congress i3 an mtezial
and very important portion of the Government,
and s acting within its proper sphere in care-
fully investigating the condition of the States
lately in revelt beiore admitting their represen-
tauves to seats.

We shall be very giad to chronicle an early
conclusion of the scruliny and an ux;!J admis-
sion of Joyal members to seats, provided always
tha satistactory guarantees are given for the
treatment of the freedmen ae citizens, entitled
to all the rights of manbood. On thispoint, the
untton’s tuith ls pledged and it must not be
broken. To leave the blacks at the mercy of
those who hate them because they were Union-
ists, and were victorions, would be treachery
and base ingratitude, We cannot afford to trust
the vague promises of those who deny them even
the wngualfied right to sesufly in courts of
fustice, and who scont every suegestion that

lacks ag well as whites are enfitled to the bene-
fit of the principle, "No taxation without repre-
sentation.” General amnesty, impartial sutfrage
—such are the true, equable .bI\B! of a benet-
cert, enduring State restoration and national
recomstruction.
